of Caftile,of Arragon,of Italy,of Portugall,of the Indies,of the 
Treaſure,of Warre, and eſpecially of the holy Inquilitio, ſhould 
be held at Mouſon in Arragon , the Duke of Lerma being ap- 
pointed Prefident , Who ſhould make declaration of his Ma- 
jeſties pleaſure, take account of the Ambaſſadors ſervice, and 
conſult touching the ſtate and religion reſpe@ively, to giue fa- 
tisfation to his holynes Nuntio, who was deſired to make one 
in thisatlembly concerning certaine overtures of peace and a= 
mitie with the Engliſh and other Catholike protects, which 
might ingender ſuſpition and jealouſie betwixt the Pope & 
his Maicſtie, if the miſtery were not unfolded and the grond of 
1 thoſe counſels diſcovered aforehand. 

| T his made all men expe the Embaſſadours returne with a 
l kinde of longin - mnt they might behold the iffue of this mec=- 
| ting , and ſce what good for # Catholike cauſe the Emballa- 
| dors imployment had effected in England, anſwerable to the 
generall opinion conceived of his wiſdome, and what further |

Art length he arrived and had preſent notice given him from 
his Majeſtic, that before he came to Court he ſhould give up

ſhip our of breath, but that the Duke of Villa Hermoſa (preſi- 
dent of the counſel of Arragon) ted his humor by the diſcharge 
of his owne diſcontentment, upon occalion of the Duke 
of Lerma his abſence, and beckned Seigneur Gondomor to 
him,uſing chisſpeech in the hearing of the Nuntio after a ſpor- 
ting manner:

With that the noyſe without gavye notice of the Duke of Ler- 
mas entrance , at whoſe firlt approch the whole houſe arofe, 
though ſome laterchen other, as envie had hung plummets on» 
them to keep them downe , the Nuntio onely {ate unmooved,. 
the Duke cheriſhed the obeyſance of the reſt wich a tamiliar

muſter-maſter) of a thouſand ſouldiers, ſcarce one hundred 
dare diſcharge a musket, and of that hundred, ſcarce one can 
_uſe it like a fouldier. And for their armes, they are ſo1ll provi- 
(ded, that one corſelet ſerveth many men , when ſuch as ſhew 
their armes upon one day in one place, lend them ts their freds 
in other places to ſhew when they hane uſe. And this if it be 
ſpied, is only puniſhed by a mul in the purſe, which is the offi- 
ccrs 21me,who for his advantage winkesat the reſt, and isglad 
to finde and cheriſh by connivence profitable faults which in» 
creaſe his revenue, Thus ſtands the ſtate of that poore miſera- 
ble country,which had never more people and fewer men. So 
that if my maſter ſhould reſolve upon an invalion, the time ne- 
ver fitsasar this preſent, ſecuritie of this mariage and the diſuſe 
of armes having caſt them into a dead ſlecpe, a ſtrong and wa- 
kening fation being ever amongſt them ready to aliiſt us, and 
they being unprovided of ſhippes and armes, or hearts to fighr, 
an univerſall diſcontentmenthilling all men. This I haue from 
their myſter-maſters and Captainces, who are many of them of 
our. religion,or of none, andſo ours, ready to be bought and 

ſould,and dcfirous to be my maſters ſervants in fee. 
Thus much for the ſtate particularly, wherein-I haue bent 
- my ſelfe to weaken them and ſtrengthen us, & in all theſe haue 
advanced the Catholicke cauſe, bur eſpecially in procuring fa- 
yours for all ſuch as fayour that fide, and crolling the other by 
all meanes.

| theregthat might hinder proceedings in England,asthe French 
ever uſed Scotland to call home the forces of England, and fo 
to prevent their conqueſts. The effe& you haue partly ſcene in 
the Earle of Argile who ſometimes was Capraine for the King 
and Church againſt the great Marquis Hmantley, and now fights 
under our banner at Brexels,leaving the croſſes of S.George & 
S. Andrewe for the ſtaffe of S. Iames. Neither doe our hopes 
end here, but we daily expe& more revolters, at leaſt ſuch a diſ- 
union as wil never admit ſolid reconcilemet, but will ſend ſome 
tous,and ſome to Amſterdam. For the King(a wiſe and vigi- 
lant Prince) labouring for a perfe& union betwixt both che 
kingdomes, which he ſees cannot be effeed, where the leaſt 
ceremony 1n religion is continued, divers ſharp and bitter brau- 
les from thence ariſing, whilſt ſome ſtriving for honour more 
then fortruch, prefer their owne way & wil, before the general 
peace of the Church & the edification of ſoules)he I fay ſeekes 
to worke both Churches to uniformitie, andrto this end made 
a journey into Scotland, but with no ſuch ſucceile as he expec- 
ted, for divers of ours attended the traine, who ſtirred up hu« 
mors and factions, and caſt in ſcruples and doubts to hinder & 
crolle the proceedings; yea thoſe that ſeeme moſt adverſe ro 
us and adyerſe from our opinions, by their diſobedience and 
example helpe forward our plots, and theſe are incouraged by 


a factious and heady multitude, by a faint and irrefolute clergie,. 


(many falſe brechre being amogf their Bps.)& by che prodigal 
Nobilitie who maintaine cheſe ſtirs in the Church, . that there= 
by they may ſafely keepe their Ehurch-livings in cheir hands, 
which they haue moſt ſacrilegiouſly ſeaſed upon in the time of 
the firſt detormation,& which they teare would be recovered by 
the Clergy if they could be brought to brotherly peace & agre- 
ment;for they haue ſecne the King very bountiful in this kind,

rofitable converſing for Stareſmen then amongſt ſchollers & their 
ooks, eſpecially where the King for whom we watch is the King » 
f Schollers,and loves to livealmeſt altogither in their clement. Be- 
des if by any meanes we cancontinue differences in their Church 
rr make them wider, or begert diftaſtbetwixttheir Clergy and com-+ 
on Lawyers (who aremen of greateſt power inthe land, the be- 
cfit will be ours, the conſequencegreat, opening a way for us to 
ome in betweene, for perſonall quarrels produce reall queſtions. - 

As hewas further proſecuting this diſcourſe one of the Secreta-
